REMARKS 

Claims 3-18 are pending in this application, all of which have been amended. Claims 1-2 
have been canceled. No new claims have been added. 

The Examiner has required revision of the specification to meet the requirements of 35 
U.S.C. §112, first paragraph. The specification has been so amended. 

Claims 1-18 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as indefinite. 

Accordingly, claims 3-18 have been amended to correct the noted instances of 
indefiniteness, and the 35 U.S.C. §1 12, second paragraph, rejection should be withdrawn as to 
claims 3-18. 

No prior art has been applied to reject claims 3-18.
